| Mr. Perrie was speating at the 
time the courts were. being held 
throughout Alberta, at the present 
time for the confirmation of the tax 
enforcement returns. # large num- 
ber of these are advertised in the 
current issue of the Alberta Gazette, 
a addition, the City of Edmonton, 
yesterday decided to take tax enfor- 
cement proceedings. 

“T am glad to see these notices,’’ 
Said Mr. Perrie, ‘‘because up to, the 
present too much of the business of 
the towns and villages has been done 
!on credit, and it simply means that 
ithings in future will have to be done 
Jon a business asis. In the “past 
too much financing has been dore hy 
means of loans, and ratepayers have 
'been allowed to pay their taxes just 
when they liked. This procedure is 
ne: fair to the taxpayer who Pays 
j his taxes voluntarily. These ‘arrears 
of taxes are a great drawback, but 
,municipal organizaticns. must take 
a leaf from an_ ordinary business 
concern, and not make expenditures 
if it can be avoided until the taxes 
are collected. It is not an uncom- 
mon thing at the present time for 
a rural municipality to have arrearsé 
of from twelye to twenty thousand 
dollars. Roughly speaking, the ¢6 ; 
rural municipalities must have total 
arrears to the amount of three quar 
ters of,a million, and the arrears in 
the towns and villages would bring 
the total up to fully a million dol- 
Jars. If the cities are ‘included, tho 
amount would be astounding.” 

Under the town, village snd rural 
municipality acts, tax enforcement 
returns must be compiled soon after. 
the first day of each year, showing 
all lands on which there are’ any 
arrears. Searches are then mad: 
at the land titles office for liens 
and morteores. the amounts of which 
are inscribed on the return, which 
is then certified to by the auditor. 
Sixty days before the court cf con- 
firmation of the return is held, no- 
tices are sent to all delinquent’ rate- 
Payers, If taxes are not paid in ona 
year after the holdin of the court, 
the lands are absolutely forfeited, 
and may be sold.—Bulletin,

Re one cent war tax on letters 
and postcards mailed in Canada for 
delivery in Canada, United States or 
Mexico, and on letters mailed in Ca- 
nada for delivery in the United King 
dom and British Possessions fener- 
ally and wherever the two cent rate 
applies. : 

A war tax of one cont has ‘been 
imposed on each letter and postcard 
mailed in Canada for delivery in Ca- 
Nada, the United States and Mexico, 
and on each letter mailed in Cana- 
da for delivery in the United King- 
dom and British Possessions gener- 
ally, and wherever the two cent rate 
applies, to become effective on and 
from the Jith April 1915. 

This War tax is to be prepaid by 
the senders by means of a War 
Stamp for sale by Postmasters and 
other postage stamp vendors. 

Wherever possible stamps on which 
the words ‘‘War Tax’ have been 
printed should be used for prepay- 
ment of th? war tax, but should or- 
dinary, postage stamps be used for 
this purpose, they will be accepted. 

This War Stamp or additional 
Stamp for war purposes should be 
affixed to the uppers right hand cor- 
ner of, the address side of the envel- 
ope or postcard, close to the regu- 
lar postage so that it may be read- 
ily cancelled at the same time as 
the postage. 

In the event of fgilure on the part 
of the sender through over-sight or 
negligence to prepay the war tax 
on each letter or postcard above 
specified, such a letter or post card 
will-be ser.t immediately to the nzar-

It is essential that) postage on all 
classes of mail matter should be pre- 
paid by means of ordinary fostage 
stamps.
